Our State Land Office is now act- 
ive in obtaining non-mineral affi- 
davits to accompany all applica- 
tions for United States lands. 
These affidavits are now required 
before the approval of the title is 
given by the Interior Department 
at Washington. Because these 
affidavits did not accompauy the 
applications, no lands have been ap- 
proved for twoanda half years-sio.e 
the order of Commissioner Sparks 
requiring these affidavits. Through 
the last campaigo the newspapers 
attached the odium to ouf late At- 
torney and Land Agent, George T. 
Gorman. It was asserted that he 
neglected his official duties, and be- 
cause never having been a resident 
of Nevada he had no interest in its 
welfare. Thus injustice was done a 
worthy officer. Mr. Gorman was 
for nineteen years a resident of 
Nevada, and held not only the 
position of Clerk of Lincoln county, 
but beld nearly every other official 
position in that county within the 
gift of the people. Neither as 
claimed did he neglect bis official 
duties as Attorney and Land Agent, 
but rather spent of his private 
means in his efforts to get our lands 
approved. In every position he 
has heli, Mr. Gorman has proved 
himself worthy of public trust, and 
of the confidence of the people. 
No, the fault was uot Mr, Gor- 
man’s; the lands have not been ap- 
proved, for with the light foree in 
our State Land Office the require- 
ments of the United States Land Of- 
fice could not b8 complied with.

A New Field for Enterprise. 

Editor Gazette:—A tev days azo 
[left Ford’s Hotel, Richmond, for 
the gold mines of Buckingham 
county, Virginia. The distance by 
rail to Farmville is 80 miles, In 
going we passed over historic 
ground, the battle fields of Lyacn- 
burg, Seven Pines and Fair Oaks. 
We passed over the long bridg:, 
since rebuilt, which was burnt by 
Lee’s retreating forces just befere 
the surreader,whivh took place not 
far distant at Appomattox Court 
House. On eit rer side of this bridze 
are large mounds which were used 
as fortifications in that memorable 
campaign. At various points along 
the route similar plases of historic 
interest were poiuted out. Of all 
that part of Virginia wich was the 
battle fielis of tha Union and Con- 
federate forces thissectiouisof great 
est value to the student of history. 
The distance from Farmville to the 
gold mines is about tweaty-five 
miles. I say we, for in a carriage 
with Sambo Booker, a nezro twen- 
ty-four years old, fur a river, I 
started from the former place. 
When I asked the livery man what 
the expense of the trip would be he 


replied, $2—about one-tifth of what 
the trip would cost in Nevada, 
While on the way there came up 
one of those hatisturms, so freque it 
in this country at this season of the 
year. After tae storm I picked up 
hailstoues as large a+ hickory uuts. 
We were on the outer edge of the

MINING DISTRICTS IN THE SOUTH. 


The company that Mr. Helman 
represents owns a series of wives, 
including 1,600 acres of land. Close 
to and nearly iu front of the house 
is a large cut where it is said a com- 
pany took out a miiliouand a half 
of dollars.

The bighest 
price paid auywhere in the State to 
laborers is paid in the mines bere — 
Slperday. The common labvier 
receives but 30 cents per day or 
from $7 to $12 permonth. Servant 
girls rcceive not to exceed $2 per 
month, the usual wages being$1 50 
per montb. Living is as cheap in 
proportion; in fact negroes and poor 
whites here live about as cheaply 
as the italians orthe Chinese, ‘he 
ore is near the surface and easy to 
mine. Asin many places in Uali- 
fonia ore can be mined and milled, 
it is estimated, for less than $2 per 
ton. In view of the many inuduce- 
ments offered, if capitalists should 
inspect the mining fields of the 
South I thiok they would bardly 
find it necessary to go to Alaocka, 
Mexico, North America or Austra- 
lia to muke investments in miuing
